SUCCESS OF A MODEL CHICAGOAN. 


Characteristic Pluck of John M, Smyth— 
How He Climbed Up. 

When John M. Smyth arrived at the scene 
of the fire last Sunday he saw. a few ragged 
brick walls standing on the site of his Town 
Market.“ ‘Scattered about the base of these 
walls was a mass of charred rubbish that 
twenty-four hours before had represented 
property valued at 38800, 000. Mr. Smyth gazed 
at the ruins rather wistfully, but he didn’t get 
excited. He didn’t even swear a little under 
his breath. He simply lit a fresh cigar, and 
turning to a friend said quietly: ‘I shall 
commence to rebuild as soon as this stuff can 
be cleared away. 


The remark was characteristic of the man 


and typical of the spirit that has transformed 
Chicago from a straggling collection of huts 
on the marshy banks of a lagoon to a World’s 
Fair city of 1,200,000 people. Mr. Smyth’s 
career has been from the start closely identi- 
fied with Chicago’s best development.

AND HOW TO PREVENT THEM. 

The City Election law provides that in Octo- 
ber of every Presidential year there shall be a 
complete new registration, which shall hold 
good for four years, so that all which has to 
be done to make it available for intermediate 
elections is to add the names of new voters, 
strike off those who have died, and to make 
the necessary alterations caused by the re- 
moval of electore from one precinct to an 
other or to the State prison. The idea of the 
framers of the law was that those voters who 
are not in the habit of changing their resi- 
dences would be convenienced or accommo- 
dated by a quadrénnial registration which 
would relieve them from the small trouble of 
going before the registry judges before each 
election three years out of every four. 

It was known to the lawmakers that many 
of the voters of Chicago were in the habit of 
changing their residenves, and that in order 


tell the truth it would be necessary to make 
provision for striking off the names of per- 
sons who might move out of the precinct 
without asking for transfer certificates, or 
who might die, or might be sent to the peni- 
tentiary. Therefore this clause was inserted: 

It shall be the duty of the Board of Registry to 
note for erasure from such registry the names of 
all persons kuown or supposed to be dead and 
the names of all persons who are suspected of 
having heen convicted of a penitentiary offense, 
and have not been pardoned, and the names of 
all persons who are supposed to have removed 
from such precinct and have not taken out re- 
moval papers, and the names of all persons who 
are suspected to be not qualified as voters. 


It appears, however, from Tue Trrevne’s 
investigations in the Fifteenth Precinct of the 
Twenty-ninth Ward, and from what happened 
in the Twenty-fourth Ward at the Aldermanic 
election last spring, and from the observations 
of hundreds of citizens, that election judges 
and clerks do not obey this requirement of the 
law. Some ignore it altogether; others act 
carelessly and erase only a small part of the 
names that should be stricken off, and that, in 
short, the lists are now full of names that 
should come off. 

What is the result? That immediately after 
the Presidential registration the registry 
books begin to fillup with deadwood, Much 


not shift from division to division, but they 
are moving perpetually from precinct to pre- 
cinet.

deaths of registered voters per year, or an 
average of, say, six to the precinct. And bad 
Chicagoans are sent yearly to Joliet for refor- 
mation, and many of them are not given 
back the right to vote when they leave there. 
Hence not many months after new registra- 
tion each precinct book has on it from a dozen 
to a hundred names which do not belong 
there, and they stay on and accumulate others 
all the time. 


have learned that the judges and clerks of pre- 
cincts do not purge the lists as the law re- 
quires, and they have been quick to take ad- 
vantage of the neglect. They have utilized 
these removed or dead names and have de- 
tailed hired rascals or fellows on the city pay- 
rolls to vote in their names. When the printed 
election lists were sent out by the Election 


to examine them criticaily were the taxeating 
members of the City-Hall gang, who were 
determined to reslect the “old man” in 
order to keep their jobs. With list in hand a 
close canvass was made of each precinct by 
the local workers.“ They found out just 
who and how many dummy names there were 
on it—names of men who are dead, in the 
penitentiary, or who have moved away. Then 
all they had to do was to select and detail the 
gangs of repeaters to vote on these names all 
over the city. And they did it systematically. 
It was done on a small scale in the spring of 
1889, and on a much larger scale last fall, and 
on a grand scale this spring, when 5,000 to 10,- 
000 bogus votes must have been cast for Cre- 
gier and the Family Trust. The taxeaters 
wanting to keep their jobs had the motive for 
this sort of * fine work.” 

And here it may be seen why the proposed 
ineligibility of a Mayor to reélection would 
powerfully tend to lessen election frauds. The 
men who organize all thes# frauds in this city 
are those who have been appointed to office 
for henchmen reasons by a Mayor who is 
striving desperately for reélection. They 
know that if he i+ defeated they may lose their 
jobs. In order that he may win, so that they 
can remain on the city pay-rolls, they 
are ready to go to all lengths in violating the 
law and committing frauds. But if a Mayor 
were ineligible for reélection he would organ- 
ize no machine and would have no such 
tough, self-interested gang about him. And, 
as the men in office would not feel that their 
retention depended solely on the success of a 
Mayor whose interests were wrapped up in 
theirs, they would not be tempted to commit 
frauds. The keen, personal motive of self-in- 
terest, which prompts nearly all the cheating 
now, would be iacking. The great mass of 
the city’s employés would mind their own 
business, knowing they would not be dis- 
turbed in their positions by the result of the 
election. 

The Mayor should be made ineligible for 
immediate reélection. 5 

Since judges and clerks neglect their duty 
in purging the registry lists there must be a 
new registration beforé every city and State 
election, made just as carefully as that made 
now every fourth year. There must, however, 
be at least two days of registration for each 
and every election. The second should not be 
longer than ten days before it. That will do 
away with the repeating frauds like those cf 
last week, and it will conform the practice of 
this State to that of other States, where there 
is a complete new registration before each

HORACE GREELEY’S CAREER. 

Many notable speeches were made by dis- 
tinguished men at the recent celebration of 
the fiftieth anniversary of the founding of the 
New York Tribune by Horace Greeley, and 
many flattering testimonials were paid to the 
memory of the great editor. The occasion was 
worthy of these addresses, for it was the con- 
clusion of the first half-century of a great 
career, especially of the Greeley part of it. It 
seems to us, however, that while the speakers 
were too tender in regard to his idlosyn- 
erasies they at the same time failed to do 
complete justice to the memorable features of 
his character, especially in one regard. 

There is a striking resemblance between the 
career of Abraham Lincoln and Horace Gree- 
ley, especially as relates to the success with 
which both these men pushed their way up to 
posts of honor from rude beginnings, though 
Mr. Lincoln's career 18. the most astonishing, 
since he began at a lower level and worked his 
way to a higher place than Mr. Greeley. Mr. 
Herndon’s life of Lincoln clearly illustrates 
this point. Lincoln’s early opportunities were 
far inferior to those of Greeley. He was born 
amid environments of dense ignorance and 
équalid poverty. His parents had no knowl- 
edge of even an ordinary education, orof what 
was transpiring in the world outside their own 
village. He himself was cut off from all com- 
munication with educated persons. No denser 
atmosphere of ignorance. can be imagined 
among white persons than that in which Lin- 
coln’s early days were spent. All about Kim 
were on the same low level. The wonder of 
his history is the manner in which he forced 
himself upward against these adverse circum- 
stances, broke through his bonds, and redched 


the highest place in the American political 


world. Still more remarkable is it that he 
should have acquired a commanding position 
in the law, that he should have made acquaint- 
ance with the poets and a reputation in lit- 
erature, history, political economy, and the 
affairs of the world. | 

Between this career and that of Mr. Greeley 
there is a close parallel. The latter began life 
upon a New England farm and in poverty, 
though not as squalid as that which surround- 
ed Lincoln. From the farm he drifted into a 
country store and thence into apprenticeship 
in a country newspaper office. He began life 
with a forbidding equipment so far as external 
environment is concerned and witb an educa- 
tion which was limited to the three R’s. He 
had a taste for printer’s ink. He never was 
an accomplished speaker, like Mr. Lincoln, 
who was a natural orator. His shrill voice, 
monotonous delivery, and awkward appear- 
ance were all against him, but he was at home 
with the pen in his hand. At last he started 
out for himself and boldly and hopefully went 
to the commercial ‘capital of the Nation. He 
started a campaignenewepaper in 1840 which 
captured the imagination of his own party 
and commanded the respect of his opponents. 
Then he established a daily and fixed a form 


| of page and general style which still remain. 


He gathered round him a brilliant coterie of 
young men to assist him in his work, and what 
a work he accomplished in the following 
thirty years! In that time he showed himself 
one of the great thinkers of the country. He 
became a leader of men, the acknowledged 
head of his party, and the adviser and inti- 
mate of statesmen and Presidents. He was 
the only man in. the party with whom Mr. 
Lincoln held a public discussion. He made 
his newspaper a power in the Nation. Like 
Mr. Lincoln he forged ahead to the very top 
of politics, and traveled the high road to the 
Presidency as far as the Democratic party 
could carry him. He conquered the very 
party which he had fought all his life on their 
issues, especially slavery, the touchstone of 
politics. He forced itto take him as its candi- 
date for the Presidency without receding from 
his own position or any of the issues which he 
had fought. He wanted to close the wounds 
of war and restore peace, and on this issue he 
comm inded their votes for an advocate of the 
United States bank, a champion of the high 
tariff, and a life-long Abolitionist. He made 
the race against the idol of the Republican 
party, the man of blood and iron, Gen. Grant, 
but he fell short, beaten by the acvidents of 
politics. He started from a little higher level 
than Lincoln, and aimed to reach the same 
high pinnacle. Each pushed himself upward 
by his own native ability and without outside 
assistance, by personal force and brain power. 
One reached the summit, the other fell short. 
The one’s career was unexampled in American 
history. The other’s was accomplished by the 
same unaided native power, and, though it fell 
short of the aim, it was not the less brilliant 
and remarkable on that account. This is the 
point which seems to have been missed in the 
eulogiums passed upon the career of the great 
editor by his old associates and others who 


had studied it. 


ENLARGE THE CANAL TO SUMAIT. 

The Legislature has been ordered by Messrs. 
Means, Kelley, Cullen, et al. not to amend 
the Sanitary District act as recommended by 
the Trustees. Supposing the members of the 
General Assembly permit themselves to be 
dictated to by these ship-canalers and ad- 
journ without making those changes in the 
act, without which it cannot go on to com- 
pletion, what then? 

Two years will have to pass then before an- 
other General Assembly can meet and the law 
‘put into practicable shape. Do the members 
of the Legislature or the ship-canalers in the 
valley expect that during those twenty -four 
months Chicago would do nothing to improve 
its sanitary condition and lessen the danger 
of the pollution of its water supply? If so 
they mistake the necessities and underrate the 
intelligence of the people of this city. 

If Means and Kelley run the Legislature 
and it ad journs without domg anything to 
make the act practicable the, residents in this 
Sanitary District will insist that the Trustees 
go ahead as if nothing had happened and 
proceed to widen and deepen the canal for 
the first ten miles as the law authorizes them 
to do. This will not be an expensive work, 
for it is plain dredging, and most of the clay 
can be disposed of to the brickmakers. 

Then when the canal has been thus en- 
larged to the Summit or Wiliow Springs the 
City of Chicago can place pumps there and 
throw from 150,000 to 200,000 cubic feet of 
water a minute into the Desplaines, This will 
do two things. It will purify the Chicago 
River and South Branch immediately, and 
will keep them pure. The water will be bright 
and clear looking. It will serve alao as an ob- 
ject lesson to the valley people, showing them 
how vastly the quality of the water is improved 
by a dilution smaller decidedly than that 
which Chicago will bind itself to furnish if the 
law is amended to be workable and practica- 
bie. This additional flow will add one or two 
feet to the low-water stages of the Illinois 
River and render its condition far better. 


By the time these pumps are fairly at work 


and showing what great good can be one 
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deep-water navigation, but the Suminit pumps 
will have drowned out all the merit in their 
arguments, and few will pay any attention to 
their dog-iu-the-manger objections.

DILLON ON RAILROADS. 
The April number of the North American 


| Review contains an article by Sidney Dillon, 


the special aim of which seems to be to op- 
pose the unfriendly legislation advocated by 
the Farmers’ Alliance. As might have been 
expected, he takes strong ground in favor of 
letting the railroads alone to do as they please 
with the people and their property. He as- 
serts that the building ot railroads has opened 
up the West; that without them there 
would have been today practically no settle- 
ments beyond the Valley of the Mississippi; 


that equally they have done a vast amount of 


good east of that area, having brought down 
water rates of transportation from Chicago to 
New York 75 per cent in the last twenty-three 
years; that the common law has long 
since defined the rights and liabili- 
ties of railroad corporations in their capacity 
of common carriers; that under it the courts 
are open to redress of all real grievances of 
the citizen, rendering special legislation un- 
necessary; that a railroad in a republic can- 
not long be a monopoly, the law of competi- 
tion coming into play to correct the evil; that 
the great majority of lines in the. United 
States are the creation of private enterprise 
and capital; that the question of capitalization 
concerns only the stockholders; that the 


citizen “commits an impertinence when he | 


questions the right of any corporation to cap- 
italize its properties at amy sum whatever; 
and, lastly, that the Union Pacific railroad, of 
which Mr, Dillon is President, has been the 
subject of more misrepresentation and abuse 
than any other, etc. 

This argument for the railroad interest is not 


made in a way that appeals to popular sym- 


pathy or accords with the demands of even- 
handed justice. It is rather conceived in the 
same spirit as that which dictated the Vander- 
bilt remark—‘‘The public be d—d,” Dil- 
lon assumes to justify stock-watering on the 
ground that it is no business of the public. 
But he studiously avoids mention of the self- 
evident fact that the people have a vital inter- 
est in anything that tends to injure them, and 
he fails to say how such watering can benefit 
the stockholders except at the expense of the 
people. Any gain that can be made by over- 
capitalization can only accrue by squeez- 
ing it out of the public at large or 
fleecing some of its members who act 
the part of “lambs” in Wall street. 
Generally there is a profit made both ways, 
and if not it is because of a miscalculation 
by the waterers who expected the new chromos 
to be purchased by the gullible ones for more 
than the pictures were worth. His argument 
that competition between carriers can always 
be depended upon to protect the public with- 
out the fixing of rates by the State or National 
Governments is in very poor taste when put 
forth by a man whe spends most of his own 
time in trying to circumvent competition and 
in plottmg with confederates to evade its con- 
sequences by pooling, combination,and monop- 
oly. The man who is working notoriously in 
the interest of a millionaire clique that con- 
trolg the Union Pacific line without 
having paid for it, and is all the while 
endeavoring by means of “ gehtlemen’s 
agreements, pools, etc., to hold the public at 
their mercy, might well have hesitated before 
making such @ special plea. He ddmits that 
the railroads are common carriers, yet wants 
to have them absolved from all responsibility 
to the people except such as may be enforced 
in individual cases by appeal to the common 
law. It is in order to remind him that, by 
virtue of the very fact of himself and clients 
being in the eye of the law common carriers, 
Government has the right to regulate and fix 
their transportation charges, and it is well for 
the public that the Government has asserted 
its right, that being the only means of protec- 
tion for the people against the rapacity of Dil- 
lon and his associates in railroad management 
and manipulation. 

His argument is grossly unfair aiso, as it 
omits all mention of the important part the 
public has acted in furnishing capital to build 
and run the roads, and especially the 
Union Pacific railway, the one which 
he complains has been more wmisrepre- 
sented and abused than any other. He ig- 
nores the contributions by the public through 
the Government in the shape of vast loans and 
vaster land grants; takes no account of aid by 
State, county, municipal, and township organi- 
zations, and seems to forget that the public has 
also an interest in the fact that excessive prof- 
its have been made by overcharges for service. 
It is strange that these things were not prom- 
inently in his thoughts while writing the arti- 
cle, since he is reputed to have raked in 
some twenty-five or thirty millions by 
his dexterous manipulation of the prop- 
erty of the people. One would think it would 
have been impossible for him to indite such 
a document without a burning recollection of 
the facts and a vivid fear of the comments 
which his readers would make in closmg a 
perusal of his effort to outdo Belial in making 
“the worse appear the better reason.“ 


TIME FOR THE CLIENTS TO ACT. 

‘The Court of Appeals of the State of New 
York having more business to handle than it 
could dispose of, a commission of lawyers was 
appomted by the Legislature last year to revise 
the judiciary articles of the Constitution so as to 
provide atemedy. It reported a plan to in- 
erease the number of Supreme Court Judges, 
who come midway between the nisi prius 
courts and the Court of Appeals, and to les- 
sen the number of appeals to be taken to the 
latter. The plan wasin many respects like 
the one adopted by Congress to relieve the 
United States Supreme Court. | 
The New York Legislature, however, seems 
to be about to discard the project preparea by 
the eminent lawyers of the Legislative Com-

tice is left in the hands of lawyers, just so long 
will there be a multitude of courts which hear 
cases, but cannot give final decisions regard- 
ing them, toll-houses where Clients pay big, 
unnecessary fees, and are delayed uselessly for 
weeks and months, 

It is time for those for whose béneff courts 
are established and who stand the expenses of 
litigation to lay down a few simple principles. 
One of them is, that above the trial courts 
there should be no court which does not give 
a final and decisive judgment regarding cases 
brought before it. If a suit w of such im- 
portance owing to the principles in- 
volved that it ought to go to the 
highest judicial body for determination, 
let it go there ‘without costly de- 
lays in intermediate courte whose Judges 
know that nothing they do is a finality. Such 
a change in the law as this will lessen the de- 
lays and costs. But it is to the interest of 
clients, and they. ought to see that it is put 
through. The legal guild has had its own self- 
ish way too much and too long in New York 
and stands in sad need of à little reformation 
in the interests of the people. 


THE SAME OLD SHIP-CANAL ‘CROWD. 

Two years age a set of people pretending to 
represent the Illinois Valley towns and farm- 
ing districts put in an appearance at Spring- 
field and claimed the right to dictate to the 
Legislature what it should do as fo the request 
of this city to be allowed tocut a deep channel 
across the limestone uplift between here and 
Joliet in order that its sewage might be di 
luted fully and ita drnking water protected 
from pollution. Some of these individuals, 
like Sanford of Morris, were in the interest of 
the railroads, which wished nothing done to 
better the navigation of the Illinois. Unable 
to kill the bill they succeedéd in getting into 
it conditions whieh made it practically in- 
operative. Others, like Means of Peru, were 
for a bill so framed as to force Chicago ta 
build a great ship-canal to Joliet with eighteen 
Jeet of water, and to discharge through it 
750,000 cubic feet of water a minute, so as to 
give ten or more feet of water in the Lower 
Illinois—overflowing the farm lands and then 
mulcting Chicago in the annual damages 
thereto. 

The same old crowd is back at Springfield 
again attempting to instruct the General As- 
sembly what it shall and shall not do. It has 
told the Legislature that it must not make the 
amendments recommended by the Drainage 
Trustees, which will render the law capable of 
being carried into operation. Means forbids 
it. This autocrat of Peru states his reasons 
dogmatically why the Chicago amendments to 
the act must be knocked in the head. He 
Says: 

This request of Chicago we regard simply as‘be- 
ing for the purpose of changing the act so as to 
permit Chicago to dig a big ditoh for sewage pur- 
poses only, instead of building a ship canal as pro- 
vided for in the bill, 

Confessedly then it is a ship canal only 
which the Means and Kelley faction of the val- 
ley malcontents wants. That set does not care 
whether sewagé, diluted or undiluted, goes 
down the valley so that Chicago builds them a 
great ship canal for the hoped fer benefit of 
certain towns on the Illino& River. This city 
cannot do it in the first place for lack of 
money, and if it had the it could not be 
forced to build a ship canal for anybody. 
There is no power under the Constitution or 
law to compel Chitago to build a ship canal 
for other people. Before that power can exist 
the Constitution of this State must be changed 
so as to give its Legislature authority to au- 
thorize one of its municipalities to make at its 
own expense vast local improvements for the 
benefit of other munictpalities. Any attempt 
on the part of the Legislature to usurp such a 
power will be stopped by the courts on the ap- 
plication of taxpayers of this Sanitary Dis- 
trict. 

There is one way to compel Chicago to help 
build a deep-water ship canal for the benefit 
of the valley towns, and that is by adopting an 
amendment to the Constitution of the State 
authorizing and requiring the Législature of 
this State to issue bonds and levy taxes on the 
whole State for the .construetion of such a 
work. Chicago will, if permitted, cut a big 
drainage ditch capable of discharging 300,000 
cubic feet per minute into Lake Joliet for sew- 
age dilution purposes, An incident of that 
flood of water will be to add some four feet to 
the low water depth of water in the [Illinois 
River from the mouth of the:Kankakee to the 
mouth of the Illinois. More than that Chi- 
cago does not intend and cannot be compelled 
to do.

CHARGED BY THE POLICE. 
A Sharp Conflict with the Strikers at Brad- 
Tord 


Toon, April 14.— The disturbances of the 

peace caused by the riotous conduct yesterday 
of the striking weaters’ at Bradford, York- 
shire, still continue. A large concourse of 
people gathered this morning about the con- 
tested space, the town-hali square, where the 
municipal authorities forbade the strikers y 
terday from holding a meeting, and thus 
oaused a serious conflict with tne police. 

Rioting was renewed at Bradford this even- 

ing. The mob numbered at least 20,000 per- 
sons. The street lamps were extinguished by 
the rioters. The military, police, and special 
constables charged and dispersed the mob. 
Many persons were injured. 

The first conflict was short and sharp. The 
rioters. again in Sunbride street at 
10 o’clock tonight. Strong bodies of the 
strikers were A in the side streets and 
behind all the boardings in the vicinity, and 
each crowd was well supplied with building 
materials to be used as missiles when the au- 
thorities attempted to disperse the gathering. 
The lice made several c on the men, 
but all their efforts to thus dislodge the men 
from their positions proved futile. Presently 
orders were given for the police to make a 
flank movement on ‘the rioters and by these 
means they succeeded in making them beat a 
retreat, but not without a fierce struggle, dur- 
ing which all the windows of the buildings on 
Sunbride street were smashed by the shower 
of missiles with which the strikers sought to 
repulse the police. A curious incident in con- 
nection with the fighting tonight was the ar- 
rest of a special constable on the charge of 
having directed the rioters in their attack on 
his fellow-officers, This, however, the con- 
stable stoutly denies. At 11 o’clock tonight 
all was quiet. ö

Representatives of the Valley Towns Ap- 


pear Before the Joint Committee of the 


Legislature—They Will Offer No Objec- 
tion to the Repeal of the Law but Will 
Fight Proposed Amendments—How the 
Dispute Is Likely to Result. 
SMN, III., April 14,—[Special.]— 
The first committee meeting to con- 
sider the amendment or repeal of 
the Chicago Drainage law was held 
today and enoughsentiment developed thereat 
to give a possible clew or indication as to the 
feeling of the Representatives outside of Cook 
relative to the question, The legislators from 
the Desplaines and Upper Illinois are bitterly 
opposed to any amendment or repeal of the 


law. ‘Those from the Lower Illinois will ad- 


vocate the repeal of the act. The argument 
uged by the Representatives from Will, 
Grundy, Peoria, and other counties along the 


Desplaines and Illinois is this: If Chicago 


does not want the law it need not act under it. 
The Cook County Representatives as a rule 
seem to take little interest in the matter, ow- 
ing to the lateness of the session and items of 
legislation of a more direct personal nature. 

A repeal can probably be gotten easier than 
any amendments, The law may even yet be 
made to conform to the ideas of those who 
want the cost of the improvement lessened by 
a decrease in the width and depth of the ditch. 
If this is desired no time is to be lost in bring- 
ing the matter before the Legislature. 

The bill offered by Mr. Nohe was then taken 
up for discussion, It repeals the Chicago 
Drainage act, exempting from its provisions 
any hability accruing thereunder for the per- 
formance of services or the furnishing of ma- 
terial. Mr. Nohe said the Drainage law was a 
great hardship onthe taxpayers of the dis- 
trict, and the Trustees had suggested changes 
in the law. These alterations or arnendments 
would save the people $25,000,000 and the re- 
peal which he advocated would, on the same 
ratio, save $150,000,000 to the péople of the 
district.

RESIGNATIONS ARE CATCHING, 


Cause of Engineer Worthen’s . Dissatisfac- 
 tieon—Collapse of the Scheme Threatened. 
There seems to be trouble in the Drainage 
Board. A few days ago it was announced that 
Engineer Worthen had resigned or contem- 
plated resigning. This was denied at thetime 
in a half-hearted sort of way by some mem- 
bers of the commission. There is no doubt 
now that Mr. Wofthen, who is in New York, 
will remain there. At least he will not return 
here as Chief Engineer of the Drainage Dis- 
trict. He contemplates entering the employ- 
ment of one of the New York elevated roads, 
Gen. George W. Smith, the attorney of the 
board. handed in his resignation yesterday, 
and he insists on its acceptance. Gen. Smith 


contem plated resigning in January, after Gen. 


Newton and Engineer Worthen reported on 
the cost of the channel. He found the pro- 
visions of the law relating to special assess- 
ments and taxation intricate, involved, and 
uncertain. He did not like to be connected 
with a scheme involving such heavy taxation 
and he wanted fo get out. He was prevailed 
upon to stay, however, until yesterday. He 
said after the resignation was announced: I 
was forced to this action by the difficulties 
experienced under the Drainage law. 
It is impossible to accomplish any 
work under the act, and even 
the work was done there is no certainty that 
it would be paid for. I have felt hopeful that 
the law would be changed in the proper man- 
ner, but the case now looks somewhat hope- 
less. It has been estimated that the cost of a 
channel 160 feet wide and 14 feet deep through 
the earth and 18 feet through the rock would 
be $25,700,000. We have discovered that it is 
not necessary to make a channel of these 
dimensions. The complete drainage system, 
including waterway, with a flow of the same 
capacity as the South Branch of the Chicago 
River, could be made at a cost of not over 
20,000, The work practically takes up 
my whole time, and as I am in active practice 
I cannot afford to let it occupy so much of my 
attention. I think it my duty to the public to 
say that the Legislature ought to either amend 
or repeal the present law, as it is impossible 
for the trustees to work under it. 

Other resignations ure likely to follow. Mr. 
Murry Nelson is said to be tired of the posi- 
tion. So are Messrs. Willing and Gilmore, it 
is believed. Mr. Wenter intended to resign a 
month ago, but there was no one to send his 
resignation to, and Gen. Lieb dissuaded him 
from that course, Judge Prende is also 
said to be losing interest in the work. 

The majority of the board will not proceed 
with the work unless the law is 80 
modified that the cost of the 2 
will be reduced to one-half the tal 
of Engineer Worthen’s estimate. But the 
valley people protest that they will not 
have the law changed. The Legislature will 
do nothmg. The amendments to the law rec- 
ommended by the board some time ago have 
been pigeonholed at Springfield. The Cook 
County members refuse to press them. Noth- 
ing can be done, and the collapse of the whole 
enterprise is threatened.
